Response to REMARKS 

The Applicants' REIVIARKS of 8/04/08 are persuasive regarding claims 8 
and 17, these claims are allowable. 

Regarding the Applicants' arguments concerning claims 9-1 1 and 18, they 
are not persuasive. The Arbuments have been given due consideration. As 
noted in the restriction/election requirement, some claims are differentiable from 
the other claims because one set of claims is, or depends from, a structure, 
claims 9-1 1 and 18, however, do not. The search required for method of making 
the piezoelectric devices claimed are not the same art as the piezoelectric 
structures themselves. Method of making claims are typically searched in class 
29/25.35 et al., which is art examined by another Art Unit. Therefore, the 
restriction regarding these claims is upheld. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3-8, 16 and 17 are allowed.
